JP0623491 1 's permits a combination of a hydrogenated styrene /butadiene block 
polymer with a hydrogenated styrene/isoprene block polymer, but its examples only

employ two hydrogenated styrene/isoprene block polymers. Furthermore, the examiner 
is unable to determine the vinyl content of the styrene/isoprene block polymer used by 
JP0623491 1 . The declaration shows the criticality of vinyl content for chemical 
resistance. Example 1 vs experiment 1 essentially holds all other extraneous variables 
constant. This overcomes any potential prima facie obviousness of altering the vinyl 
content of the JP062391 1 styrene/isoprene block polymer.
